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Dear WTA: So, is there a police hate mail policy in Allentown 
or not? 

Answer: Yes, the Allentown Police Department policy for 
investigating hate mail went into effect on April 29. It requires 
officers to retrieve the hate mail from the home of the recipient, 
file a detailed incident report and notify their shift commanders. 
Allentown Human Relation Commissioners confirm that the 
Allentown police are fully aware of the policy and will follow the 
protocol when hatemail recipients call the police. At this time, 
only Allentown has a policy. 

According to the Pennsylvania Crimes Code, someone can 
be charged with harassment when he or she "(4) 
communicates to or about such other person any lewd, 
lascivious, threatening or obscene words, language, drawings 
or caricatures;" Or "(5) communicates repeatedly in an 
anonymous manner."

JAKE THE FIRST STEP

Dear Denise, My partner died 5 years ago, I'm 63 and living on 
Social Security. We struggled to pay off our home, which I did 
about 3 years ago. It is comfortable and I would prefer to stay in 
it. I am paying about $9,000 per year for heart medications. I 
am having a difficult time keeping up with my day-to-day 
expenses. Would you have any suggestions for my financial 
situation? Emotionallyand Financially Frustrated 

Dear Frustrated, Please accept my sympathy for the loss of 
your partner. After working so hard all your life, you deserve 
some peace of mind, but health costs can be a real burden. 
However, there may be some options for you to improve your 
financial situation. 

One way to increase your monthly income would be to tap into 
the equity in your home, without leaving your comfortable living 
quarters. There is a fairly complicated and little-known product 
called a reverse mortgage. Reverse mortgages were created 
about two decades ago for individuals who have lots of home 
equity but too little income in retirement. 

In a nutshell, a reverse mortgage enables you to borrow a sum 
of money based on the equity you have in your home. Equity is 
the portion of your home's value that you have paid for and 
therefore, own. In your case, one hundred percent of the market 
value. The loan is repaid when you pass away or when you move 
out of the house for good, using the proceeds from the sale of the 
house. If the loan balance is less than the value of the house 
your heirs will get whatever is left after the loan is paid off. If the 
loan balance is greater than the value of the house, they have no 
obligation to give the lender anything but the home. 

While this sounds easy, reverse mortgages are complicated. 
First, there are several ways to convert the equity to cash. You 
can get a lump sum up front, or you can get a line of credit. There 
is a combination of a lump sum and monthly cash available 
depending on your needs and the lender, the type of loan you 
choose, your age and personal circumstances. You must be 62 
to qualify for a reverse mortgage. The lender will try to calculate 
your passing. Should you live beyond expectations, the lender 
will be responsiblefor the shortfall, not your heirs. 

Reverse mortgages also are relatively expensive. The typical 
fees and insurance costs will add up to more than 4 percent of 
the home's value. One way to avoid the fees, would be to sell 
your home to a relative with an agreement to remain in the home 
for as long as you live.

I stares, rude remarks, and sometimes, unprovoked violence. Is 
it any wonder it is difficult for many to come out? Still, coming 
out is the way to go, as there is safety in numbers and it 
provides a connection to a very strong support system. 

As a subset of the LGBT population, lesbian and gay parents 
face the same challenges as other LGBT people, but also a 
variety of verbal assaults regarding their abilities as or right to 
be parents, usually in the form of rude questions. 

We have found the best way to deal with these questions is with 
creative answers and a touch of humor. Some examples of 
1 questions we have faced and the answers we have given 
include: 

Q: Are you going to raise you son gay? 

A: No. But wouldn't it be cool if he were? And if he is straight, 
we will give him all of our love and support and let him know that 
it’s OK. 

Q: Don't you feel every child needs a mother as well? 

A: Yes, if it weren't for his mother he never would *ve been born. 

Q: Which one of you is the motherand which is the father? 

A: Huh? 

Q: Will he ever get to know his real parents? 

A: When he gets tired of his imaginary parents, I’m sure he’ll 
be anxious to learn all about us. 

Q: Will you tell him you’re gay and what will you say? 

A: When he asks, we'll say we’re 'gay' unless you think 
I 'homosexual'is better. 

I Alternate A: We told him the day we brought him home from the 
| hospital...and so far, he’s OK with it. 

Those are a few of the common questions. Who asks? 

I Family, co-workers, friends. Non LGBT, usually. Maybe 
because we are raising the children that they cant or wont. 
Maybe because they are curious. Maybe because they can’t 
figure out the answers on their own. Maybe because we are 
moving in on their territory, to which they held sole rights for so 
many years... and they’re scared. They fear gay parents as 
much as they fear same-sex marriage. Some new phobias to 
add to the official psychiatric list? There are meds for those,

LETTERS R'KiMMAy 

In June, Melinda Kohn of PFLAG promoted 
a series of public library displays of GLBT 
books to celebrate Pride month. Included in 
the displays were issues of the June Valley 
Free Press. As a result, hundreds of people who had never 
seen the VFP before, got a chance to read it. Among the 
hundreds was a person who felt the need to write 
anonymously to VFP Editor Liz Bradbury (me) to criticize 
most of the paper and to express (her ? - the writer used 
purple pen and doted the "i"s with a circle) anti-GLBT 
background. 

The letter writer equated gay people with liars and 
murderers. She quoted Bible verses that she interpreted to 
support her point of view (and left out verses that might not¬ 
ie: Love They Neighbor As Yourself—or my favorite story of 
Ruth and Naomi in the book of Ruth). She said she is not 
prejudice (sic) because she has a “very informed and 
knowledgeable reason for her opinion that homosexuality 
is wrongly/sin and a choice/unnatural” (sic). She didn’t 
explain her reason. 

The letter was very critical of Scott Laubner’s column (he 
wrote about the Haven Prom), and Trish Sullivan’s column 
(she wrote about the Birmelin amendments, and about the 
State Representatives who are trying to sue a same-sex 
couple just because they said they might try to contest the 
ban on same-sex marriage) and Steve Libby’s column. She 
wondered if Steve’s entire life revolves around sex — well 
OK, she got that right... No, I’m kidding, in reality, Steve’s 
article addressed some serious civil rights concerns. 

Her criticism of all the columns was that it is wrong to call 
people who focus their efforts on removing or banning the 
equal rights of GLBT people intolerant or hateful. She felt 
that any time one of us suggested that a person 
campaigning to remove GLBT rights was a bigot, we were 
in fact saying all heterosexual people were bigots. Huh? 

Nope, that is not what we are all saying. We are saying we 
want the same rights as everyone else, and when people 
try to keep others from having equal rights, especially when 
they distort facts to support their intolerance, they are 
bigots. The definitions of bigot is: One who is strongly 
partial to one's own group, religion, race, or politics and is 
intolerant of those who differ. - Well, if the hood fits, wear it. 

It’s interesting that the anonymous writer didn’t comment 
on my article. I wrote about my old friend Jean Church, who 
died this year of cancer just two years after adopting an 
‘throw -away’ child from a foreign country, and whose 
partner of 15 years would receive no social security support 
because same-sex marriage is not legally recognized in 
her state or this country. 

I guess this letter writer couldn’t find a Bible verse to 
condemn Jean’s generous spirit, or untimely death. And I 
guess she couldn’t find any “very informed or 
knowledgeable reason” to criticize my concern that the lack 
of civilly recognized same-sex marriage in this country has 
denied Jean’s surviving family the state and federal support 
that any opposite sex parent would unquestioningly 
receive. 

I too am strongly partial to my own opinions. So what 
makes me and the rest of us different from this person or the 
hateful people we criticize in our columns? Simple, none of 
us have any interest in or commitment to taking away or 
denying other people or groups fundamental human or civil 
rights.

I watched the Congressional debates on same- 
sex marriage. The House of Representatives! 
passed the Marriage Protection Act by a vote of 233 
-194. The Senate vote on cloture failed 50 - 48. This 
legislation, if passed by both the House and Senate 
would have prevented federal courts, including the 
Supreme Court, from reviewing the Defense of Marriage Act. The 
Senate vote temporarily forestalled it. 

During a debate recess, a group of Republican Congressmen 
held a press conference in the Capital Rotunda with several 
conservative black ministers and their supporters who had come to 
protest same-sex marriage. These ministers said granting same- 
sex marriage rights would “legislate immorality” and for the 
Congress to consider same-sex marriage rights was an insult to the 
black community and diminished the struggles of the civil rights 
movement. I was offended, no, I was incensed that another minority 
who had to fight for their right to marry the person of their choice, 
would seek to deny that right to others. I felt anger toward these 
ministers. I wondered how many black voters felt likewise. 
Suddenly, I wasn’t thinking about the legislators who had the 
audacity to debate our civil rights, I was reassessing my beliefs 
about the agenda of another minority group. Not African Americans 
I know personally, of course, but the ones I didn’t. How racist is that? 
And then I had an Ah Ha! I had just fallen for one of the most basic of 
divisive political tactics - divide and conquer. This was the reason 
the conservative congressmen held this press conference. And I 
almostfellforit. 

When Liz and I participated in Showtime’s “American Candidate," 
we interviewed Keith Boykin, President of the National Black 
Justice Coalition. He is black, openly gay and the candidate we 
endorsed for the reality show campaign. Part of the mission of the 
National Black Justice Coalition is to further the message: If 
discrimination is written into the Constitution no one will be safe 
from discrimination. According to Keith, the white religious right 
has worked hard to exploit perceived differences between blacks 
and gays in this election. The religious right recruits homophobic 
black ministers who have no national reputation and holds them out 
as representing the black community. People see them on 
television and see their words in print and attribute their narrow 
perspective to the black community at large. 

Polls find that the majority of African Americans, like the majority 
of gay men and lesbians, oppose discrimination. There are many 
respected black leaders, U.S. Congressman and Civil Rights 
leader John Lewis, Coretta Scott King, the Rev. Joe Lowery, Julian 
Bond Chairman of the NAACP and presidential candidates Al 
Sharpton and Carol Moseley Braun who have spoken eloquently in 
opposition to a Marriage Amendment and in support of our civil 
rights. 

This is a very divisive time and we have to be vigilant and listen 
for the unspoken messages that are carefully orquestrated by far 
right conservatives. It is not the African American community that is 
trying to take away our rights. It is far right Republicans that 


are manufacturing this rift between GLBT people and African 
Americans, and they are doing it solely for political gain. We must 
not fall for it. We must not blame anyone other than those 
introducingthese divisive laws and amendments. 

In a recent Lambda Legal interview Keith Boykin spoke directly to 
this issue: “The movements may not be the same, but the 
arguments against change are identical... (And) at the end of the 
day, it doesn t matter which group is first oppressed or most 
oppressed or whether they are identically oppressed. What matters 
is that no group of people should be oppressed.
